Several 
years before the great rebellion, the circu: 
lating medium of the country was in: a 
mqetwntched condition. While it.. was 
not generally known- at the time, Smith 
wiis undoubtedly the principal banker of 
the crreat and growing northwest. " Smith's 
bank notes were considered tbe only'safe 
paper money in circulation, bat there was 
not enough of it aniid tho great' maee of 
irredeem'able.and worth lesa paper money 
to trana'uet the liusinesti of the country; If 
one was paid any amount of debt, or.pnr* 
chof=e, . in current amount hank bills, a 
"bank note detector" wot consulted in 
order to determine their individual valae^ 
Many of these ''promises to pay on do* 
mand*' were so uncertain in value that it 
was not safe to keep them over night. 
Counterfeit*, too, were prevalent: govern- 
ment at this time had no where near the 
perfect uystom for detecting these frauds 
as now. 'Scarcely any bill passed at par, 
except those. Issued by Smith's banks. 
Township treasurers, and other business 
men living at remote points', were fre- 
quently mulcted in 'sinall' or "larger sums 
by reason of discounts, failures or counter- 
feits, The civil war caused an end to thit 
condition. The government wus soon 
obliged to issue its "promise to pay," and 
tbe former system wus forever overthrown. 
At tho commencement of the war Smith 
did not care to do business longer and until 
recently was but little heard from. Some 
heirs in this and Cook counties has brought 
his name and career before tbo public attain, 
together with his vast fortune amounting 
to 855.000,000. His life, according to 
newspaper reports, is a sad commentary on 
tbe insufficiency of vast wealth to produce 
happiness. He occupied a room in the top 
Blory of u London club house, and made n 
vigorous protest because the rent was raised 
£10 a year^ •>He was said -to be daaf,' -and 
yet his only enjoyment was to go into u 
small-London {Sark to hear tbe birds- sing. 
He crept through the corridors "like a 
lizard" and was taciturn, and exclusive in 
his manners. He told a friend he had acy 
cumulated too much, 

WAUKKOAN HARBOR.— A 7.AHCJE SDH TO 
BE APPnOPniATED. 

A late dispatch from Washington dis- 
closes plans for the improvement' of our 
harbor as follows: The secretary of war 
bos sent s letter to the house rivers and 
harbors committee in regaid to the ex- 
amination and survey of Waukegun har- 
bor, with a view to obtaining a channel 
800 feet wide and twenty feet cWp, in pur- 
suance of tbe requirements of the act of 
March 8, 1899, It is shown that a new 
north pier, the extension of the south pier 
arid a breakwater will be necessary, besides 
dredging and repairs. The total cost .is 
put at §395,000. ReportB to Gen. Wilson, 
•chief of engineers, contain the statement 
■ of: subordinate officers that the harbor is 
"worthy of improvement by the "United 
States." Tho proposed general plan of 
harbor io similar to the plans adopted for 
Racine and Kenosha. In Mb report to 
Gen. Wilson, Cupti J, G. Warren says of 
Waukegnn harbor: 

"Soundings taken in Lake Michigan on 
lines in prolongation of the piers for a dis- 
tance of 500 feet from the pierheads in- 
dicate' that considerable shoaling has token 
place and caused material changes in the 
lake bottom since the survey was made in 
1879., The present depth of water will 
udmi^the light-draught vessels only; con- 
sequently commerce is'smull and local in 
character. It if believed that if the depth 
were increased to twenty feet the commerce 
would rapidly increase and become of gen* 
oral benefit to a largo section of territory, 
that it would also relieve to a considerable 
extent tho congested condition of 'Chicago 
har,bor, in like manner .as South Chicago 
harbor now doea."

tire&t Project Shelved. 
'The county board 1ms postponed indefi- 
nite action on tho proposition of 'tho Mil- 
waukee Southwestern road by the decisive 
vote of 27 to 7. ThiB was the railroad pro- 
ject for a lino to tho southwest, which was 
to have been financed by Ex-Senator War- 
ner Miller, Col. James MoNhught and 
other Now York capitalist. It was said 
that they were interested in tho rond be- 
cause it was to be a Hnl; in a vast trans- 
continental lake and rati line. Atone timo 
the county board ordered a special election 
to (internum) whether tho county should 
issue $800,000 bonds to aid in the construc- 
tion o£ tho ronil. The railroad officiaU de- 
posited part ef tho money necessary to pay 
tho expenses of such an election and filed a 
$300,000 bond na a guarantee of good faith, 
but the form of the bond was not approved,

Ad IntereAting Letter from Mrs. 
V; A. Doi-rance, of Chicago. 

pj' Tucson „ Arizona; is one of 'the quain- 
test towns it baa ever been my pleasure to 
iviait. It Is exceedingly ojd, even compet- 
ing with St. Augustine for the fame of 
being ibe. oldest city in the United States. 
Tbe houses are adobe, and built close to- 
gether, enclosing a 'whole* square without 
a mark to •how where one house ends and 
another begins. If there it a vacant lot in 
the , old part of the town there is the re- 
mains of a high adobe wall, for in days not 
•VVery far ;away, the houses had to-be 
built tike forts to keep tbe Indians from 
slipping up slyly and stealing a child or a 
horse or perhaps killing a few people. It 
is only since Gen. Miles and tbe late Co), 
then Lieut, Law ton captured . Chief Cj«r- 
uitno of the Apache tribe in 1830 that the 
people of Tucson'felt safe. 
" When I- say the houses are adobe, 1 mean 
the, majority,, for people are putting up 
modern brick and frame houses there now, 
and, the town ie very proud of itB beautiful 
courthouse und the. KlksV club house. In 
fact, -Tucson is modern enough to have its 
four hundred and an automobile. The 
people are mostly Mexican and the lang- 
oage.apoken Spanish. It is not an unusual 
Biirbt to see Indians passing tbe house car- 
rying ollahs, in kelios on their back, which 
you can buy from them for five or ten 
cents, hut which you wilt pay all sorts of 
fancy prices for when youget tbera of tbe 
curio man. Another common Bight in this 
old town, but rare to an eastern person, ie 
tbe burrows laden down with wood. A 
Mexican usually leada two of them, and 
sells each load of wood for four bits, for 
you deal in bits instead of shillings, and 
silver and gold instead of greenbacks, 
. No really old Mexican city is. complete 
without its mission; and Tucson can well 
boast of hers, for San Xavier is one of. the 
finest that remains to testify to tbe hardi- 
hood and the religious enthusiasm which 
prompted those old Jesuit fathers to pro 
miles away from their own people and 
build missions among tho heathen of this 
thnd. Tbe mission now. itnnd3 in the 
midst of tho Pnpajo Indian reservation. 
It wns built originally in 1690/ but it wbb 
rebuilt and added to in 1768. It was about 
thfl jsijt.Ii of January that a party of us rode 
ouVtoseeit: We took our lunch with us 
and ute it picnic fashion with the table 
cloth spread in the shnde of an Indian's 
house." The bonne, liko those of Tucson, 
was - mado of adobe, but with the ground 
forafloor and a dirt roof. The squaw 
prepared their noon-day meal while we 
were, there. She ground corn to a fine 
meal by rubbing it between two Btones. 
then boiling it in a kettle over a fire out of 
doors, 

Another sight that interested us greatly 
was the wildness of the country. For nine 
miles wo rode over a country covered with 
mesqnit and cacti. The only natural 
growth in Arizona that has no thomes id 
the greese .wood, and that has a disagree* 
able odor. The mesqnit is the native tree. 
It 'grows about as tall as tbe thorn apple, 
and like it is full of thorns. The cacti nra 
the wonder of the country, several varieties 
growing as high as trees. Not a spear of 
grass ie to be Been anywhere, yet the' soil 
oF thi« country is very fertile-^all it lacks 
is water. The air is so rare that you can 
see for miles. 

Imagine this valley between ranges of 
mountains, tho Sana Cruz river, a small 
stream flowing through it, this strange 
town of adobe houses, this wilderness of 
mesquit and cacti with the green garden 
of the Chinese liko oases in the desert, and 
you have Tucson and its surroundings.

unpleasant; Indeed actually distressing, 
Is the fact of n two billion dollar volume 
of 'money In clrculaUon to those who 
have bnscd all their political hopcs'aml 
amblllobs upon the effort to show .'that 
"10 to 1" was the only thing that could 
make money , plenty nnd cheap. . 

Curiously enough,' the facts' Hint make 
both the Gobdcnltes nud the Brynultes. 
look' Billy are the product of a single. 
month of tho history of the United 
States under "McKlnloy and Prosper- 
ity." On. the 14th of January of this 
year it. was anno tincatl by the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics that lu the year 
I80D our foreign commerce hail crossed 
the two billion dollar Hue, while on the 
1st of Fcbrunry the Treasury Bureau 
of Loans and .Currency made known 
the fact that tlie totnl mouey In circu- 
lation hnd also crossed the two., billion 
dollar Hue, while "gold and' gold certifi- 
cates alono had crossed the 800 million 
dollar line, The total foreign commerce 
for the year 1890 was $2,074,345,242, 
while the total money In circulation on 
Feb. 1 wob ?2,003,140,355. ' The use of 
ten 'figures with which to'" show the 
business conditions of the; country Is 
Indeed becoming surprlslngiy frequent. 
The tables. of the December summary 
of commerce and finance show, for in- 
stance, the total tesourccB of national 
banks at f 1,470,343,024; the latest .."re- 
port of the Comptroller of the Currency 
shows Hie deposits In savings banks to 
be $2,230,300,054; the total resources of 
all banks In the United States arc given 
by the same report nfl $3,100,177,381; 
and tho Inlcst number. ot_ the snmraary 
of Commerce and Finance Shows the 
December Clearing House returns of 
all cities outside of New York at $3,012,- 
800,144, aud those of the city of New, 
York at $5,348,285,807. .;.-.' 

The announcement thnt the money lii 
circulation in the United Stales has for 
the first time crossed tho two billion 
dollar line also calls attention to the 
fact that tho amouut of, money for each 
Individual is greater to-day thnn ever 
before. The Treasury Bureau or Doaus 
aud'Ciiritoney publishes each inotitli a 
statement of the amount of money lu 
circulation, and by combining* with this 
the actuary's estimate of population, 
presents a monthly statement of the 
amount of money In circulation per 
capita. This statement puts the popu- 
lation on Feb. 1, 1000, at 77,110,000, the 
money lu circulation at $2,003,146,a55, 
arid Uie circulation per capita at $25.08. 
This gives a larger per capita thnn In 
any earlier mouth In Hie history of the 
country. On Feb. 1, 18Df, It was $25.42, 
oil Feb. 1, 1808, $23.42; 011 Feb. 1, 1897, 
$23.05, and on Feb. 1, 1 800, $22.47. 

No period in our financial history has, 
shown, a. more rapid growth- In Hie 
amount of money hi circulation than 
tliat covered by the past three or four 
years.. The total money In circulation 
to-day Is 113 per cent, greater than at the 
beginning of the fiscal year 1807, and 
the gold and gold certificates hi circu- 
lation 01 per cent, greater than at that 
time, the actual Increase In money In 
clrculaUon during that period being 
$403,424,155, and of gold and gold cer- 
tificates $305,880,000, practically two- 
tblrds of llie Increase, therefore, having 
been In gold,

We should be as independent 
on the sea as we are on land. We can 
beat the world in manufacturing and 
land transportation, but we lack the 
facilities for transporting our goods 
by sea to foreign buyers. 



The outstanding 2 per. cent cur- 
rency option bonds of the United 
States have recently been quoted at 
103. The 2 per cent thirty-yenrgold 
bonds, which will be issued under the 
new currency bill, it is eitpected will 
sell at 105. These .high- prices are 
complimentary to the stability of the 
financial system .of the country, which 
has brought an increase of 33 per cent 
in our money in circulation in less 
than four years,

Washington, March 10, 1900. 

Secretary Gage is greatly interested in 
the work of/refunding the entire bonded 
indebtedness of the country into the 2 per 
cent bonds authorized by the new finance 
lnw, which is now.well under, way, every 
mail to the" treasury being' filed- with ap- 
plications for exchanging tho outstanding 
bonds for the'new issue. The entire issue 
oHho new bonds will bo dated April 1, 
and they will bo exchanged as fast as pos- 
sible, in .the order of application, the oc-' 
crued interest on the old bonds being paid 
in cash. 

President McKinley regrets tho failure 
of bis tender of tho good offices of this 
government to Great. Britain to assist in 
bringing about peace in South Africa,' but 
recognizes that Lord Salisbury had a, right 
to decline the tender on behalf of bis gov* 
eminent. The general impression in" 
Washington is that nothing else can or 
will be: d one by thip government, and. that 
the language of Lord Salisbury's declara- 
tion is in effect a strong hint to European 
nations sot to nt tempt mediation. 

Secretary Root baa, in answer to a re- 
quest from Gen.Otis,'cabIed him permis- 
sion to encourage the love of music among 
the Filipinos by enlisting them as music- 
ians in the regimental bands of his army. 
Admiral Dewey has endorsed a favor- 
able report made by Lieut. H. H. Caldwell, 
bis aid, on tho recent teats of the submarine 
torpedo boat Holland, in tho Potomac 
river, just below Washington. Lieutenant 
Caldwell was on tho boat during the entire 
test, lasting nearly three hours, and says 
in his report that a determined enemy, 
with a boat of tho Goland typo could have 
made the occupation of Manila Buy by Ad- 
miral Dewey's squadron impossible. Ad- 
miral Dewey sent Lieut. Caldwell's report 
to the house committee on naval affairs, 
with a letter of his own, ondorsir.fr it 
strongly. 

By a Bolid republican vote,aided by the 
vote of Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, the 
senate has decided in favor of the republi- 
can contention, that the constitution does 
not follow tho flag into acquisitions of ter- 
ritory outside of' the boundaries of the 
United States proper, without an act of 
congress providing for such an extension. 
In other words, that territory may belong 
to the United States without becoming a 
part of the United States. The vote was 
on an amendment offered by Senator Allen 
to tho bill providing for turning over to 
the president, to be used for the immediate 
necessities o£ Porto Rico, the money col- 
lected under the Dingley tariff law, on 
Porto Rican products, up to tho 1st of last 
January— a little more than $2,000,000— 
which was afterwards passed without a 
division. The question wits squarely 'pre- 
sented in the defeated amendment, which 
asserted that the treaty of peace with Spain 
extended the constitution of the United 
Slates over Porto Rico. This action of the 
senate endorses tho position of the repub- 
lican majority of the house, oa well aa that 
of President McKinley, and there is very 
little doubt that tho decision of the supreme 
court, when tho question reaches it, will be | 
to the same effect. 

No time has been set on the other Porto 
Rico bill, dealing with the government of 
the island and the tariff, but it is not likely 
to be for Bevcral weeks, as Senators Aid- 
rich, Piatt, of Connecticut, and Teller, 
who are much interested in the measure 
have gone to Cuba, and will not return for 
about two weeks. Meanwhile, the debate 
will go on. The passage of the emergency 
Porlo Rican bill has made it unnecessary 
to hurry in disposing of thiB one. 

Although always intensely partisan, 
Senator Tillman hiis a way of frankly ex- 
pressing what he believes which makes 
men admire his honesty, even when they 
entirely disagree with him. He made 
some of tho democrats open their eyes when 
he said, on the floor of the senate: "I am 
always willing to trust William McKinley. 
Ue is a patriotic and noble man." During 
the same colliquy, he said to the republican 
senators/ referring to their differences on 
the Porto Rico tariff question : "You nro 
the best .organized party I ever saw, and 
no mutter how you talk, I have no doubt 
you will all round up on the vote." 

Tho militia officers representing 38 states 
who have been in Washington for some 
days, heve won their preliminary cam- 
paign, nnd tho house- committee on mili- 
tary affairs has favorably reported a bill 
increasing the annual congressional ap- 
propriation for the national guard of the 
country from $400,000 to $2,000,000, and 
the chances ore decidedly in favor of the 
bill becoming a law. Our experience in 
the war with Spain bos added largely to 
the number 'of thoie who beliove ' that 
money spent in improving and encourag- 
ing the national guard is money well spent. 
As agreement has been reached by the 
senate on the Quay case. It will be taken 
up April 3, and kept before the senate 
until disposed of. It !b generally admit- 
ted that Mr, Quay will be seated whenever 
the vote is taken. 

, There is a regular ruflb for charters for 
national bankit, with capital of $25,000. in 
towns of leas than 3,000 inhabitants author- 
ised by the new financial' law. Great care 
is .being ex&rmuud by the comptroller of tho

Frcaklcnt McKInley Afllxes lli« Bt^iiu- 
t lire to Measure.. 

President McKInley sighed the finan- 
cial hill Wednesday lifter noon, after Jt 
had been signed by the president pro 
tern, of the Semite in open session, and 
immediately the measure became a Inw. 
In 'explaining the. provisions of Hie bill 
Secretary Gage said: 

"Tbo bill rcatllrms that the unit tit 
value Is the dollar, consisting of twenty- 
flYo nml eight-tenths grains ut gold nliiu- 
tcntlis' tine ami makes the duty„of the, 
Secretary, of the Treasury to hmiutiiin 
all forms of money issued or coined at 
a parity "with this standard. It puts into 
■the hands of the Secretary ample power 
to do that. For that purnose the hill 
provides in the treasury bureaus of Issue 
and redemption, imid' transfers from thp 
general fund nt the treasury's cash ?150,- 
UOO.OOt) in gold coin uud bid lion to the 
redemption fund, that gold' to be used 
for this redemption ot United States notes 
ond treasury notes. The law penults nti- 
tlquut banks with $25,000 capital to be 
organized In ,phicw of :),()0I> inhabitants 
or less, whereas heretofore the miuliniuti 
capital. lias been $50,000. It also per- 
mit's banks lo issue circulation oh all 
classes of bonds deposited up to the par 
value of the bonds, instead ot 00 jier, 
cent of their face, as heretofore, This 
ought to make an immediate increase in 
national bunk circulation of something 
like $24,000,000. Sntloimi ban lis are per- 
mitted under the law to issue circula- 
tion up to an amount eiiual to their cap- 
ital. The total capital of nil national 
bunks is $010,000,000. The total circula- 
tion outstanding Is $1:5:1,000,000,' There 
Is, therefore, a possibility of aniucrease 
In. circulation of $ao;),ODO,000." • .
